TIIK ASSASSINS 1DKNTIFIKD. 


The Attempt to Kill Dr. Ponlmky and 


the Motive which Prompted It. 


BEHI.IJT, April 12.—Dispatches from 


Koscielec, in Posen, aay that four men 
who attempted to kill Dr. Poninsky in 
liis house on last Thursday night have 
been identified as Suchowski, \Vila- 
chowski, Grzskicwicz and Drtteger. All 
four are Poles who have lived recently 
in the suburbs of Berlin. They are an- 
archists, but it is not known positively 
that their politics bad anything to do 
with their crime. The police here say 
that they probably merely wished to 
rob Poninsky for their own benefit, but 
this theory is not supported by tho 
facts. 


Suchowsld was formerly a member of 


the nihilist colony in the Latin quarter 
in Paris, and moved recently to Berlin 
with his wife, two daughters and a son. 
He took rooms in Weisetze, a suburb 
of the city and joined the local group 
of anarchists, which bears the number 
"Eight" in the organization of Berfin'a 
eleven groups. lie gave out that ha 
•was a workman in a piano factory, but 
no one ever knew him to work. Re- 
cently at an anarchists meeting in Wei- 
sctzc he volunteered to be one of fout 
men to raise money for the May day 
demonstration of tho reds. Early last 
week he left Berlin with his three com- 
rades, and the next heard of him was 
the news of the attempt to assassinate) 
Ponlnshy. The supposition that tho 
attempt was made to get funds from 
Poninsky for the Weisetze anarchists 
is based on this circumstantial evidence. 
All of Snehowski!*; family have been ar- 
rested.

whether or not Suchowski was sent out 
from one of those anarchist centers for 
the purpose of helping in Berlin in 
carrying on the present international 
campaign of torrorization.

Phe Other Three Arrested After a Live- 


ly Chase—The Prisoners Confess 


to Former Train Robberies—

others, were arrested and put in jail. 


When freight train No. TO on the 


Louisville & Nashville railroad reached 
Wilhlte this morning four neffroes at- 
tempted, in broad daylight, to break 
open a sealed freight car. When Con- 
ductor Martin and bis brakemen inter- 
fered the negroes drew pistols and de- 
fied arrest. Just then the trained 
pulled out. The trainmen 
jumped 


.board, the robbers shooting at them. 


At Falkwith the officers were noti- 


fied, and a posse of officers and section 
men started in search of the robbers, 
who were mot near town. The negroes 
refused to surrender and drew pistols. 
A fight followed, both sides firing sev- 
eral shots. One of the robbers, Tom 
Wright, was killed. Tom Randall, an- 
other, was captured at once. The other 
two fled. 


Conductor Rudder of a construction 


train boarded his engine and pursued 
them, capturing Tom Head, after a des- 
perate resistance, on Sand mountain. 


Henry Williams, the fourth man, was 


caxight at Laconic. He made a confes- 
sion, in which he said that the gang 
were the same ones who on the night of 
March 80 held up and robbed the Georgia 
Pacific mail train at Wecms, seven 
miles cast of here. He also satd they 
were the parties who attempted to 
wreck and rob the Louisville & Nash- 
ville train near Boyles recently and 
shot at the flagman. They resided here 
and arc desperate characters. 


This is the first instance known of 


negroes who wero full-fledged train 
robbers. Their captors will get the 
$5,000 offered by the governor for their 
arrest. 


A CLKAN 8WKKP. 


All the Fool Rooms of Buffalo Balded 


Simultaneously. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., April 12.— Every turf 


exchange in the city was raided simul- 
taneously at 3:30 yesterday afternoon, 
and the tail of the "tiger" was twisted 
so vigorously that the animal is in 
B. fairer way to wear stripes than ever. 
The raid was most admirably planned 
and most brilliantly executed. Every 
place was closed up like a fia.sh, and the 
owners, managers and employes taken 
into custody. 
The common counsel 


have been contemplating the licensing 
of these pool rooms, and a proposed ordi- 
nance was submitted to the corporation 
counsel for his opinion. The legal ad- 
iser of the council decided that the 
exchanges were illegal, and that they 
could not be licensed. This being the 
case, the police set to work securing 
evidence. The police telegraph opera- 
tors were detailed to visit the rooms 
and listen to the telegraph instruments 
for the purpose of obtaining evidence 
whether, as the pool room men claimed, 
the bets were transmitted to the tracks.

ered tho boodle, and the police gathered 
in everything they came- after. The 
money, the tally-sheets and the ticket1) 
were scooped up, the blackboard ripped 
down, and all these with the proprie- 
tors and their clerks, were hustled into 
wagons and over to the city hall. 


In all five rooms wero closed and 


forty-one persons 
arrested. 
Among 


those indicted is the well-known baso 
ball pitcher Bob Barr. The proprietors 
protested venemently that they wera 
doing a commission business and were 
within the law, but their protests were 
unheeded. 
Thay were taken before

MU8T i>AY TUB TAX, 


Beoauie He Did Not Enter His Protest 


at tha Proper Time. 


WABHTSQTOS, April IS.—The supreme 


court of the United States rendered an 
opinion and decision, yesterday, in the 
case of Charles L. Ficklin, plaintiff in 
error, against the taxing district of 
Shelby county, Tenn., affirming the 
judgment of the supeme court of Ten- 
nessee. The Tennessee legislature 
passed a law providing that every per- 
son doing business in the county was to 
pay a license tax of $50perannum,andbe 
taxed on the capital invested in his en- 
terprise, or if he had no capital, on the 
commission he received from sales 
thereof. Ficklin was required to take 
out a license, and as he had no capital 
he gave bond for the payment of com- 
missions on goods sold by him. He con- 
tended that this commission tax was il- 
legal, because the articles on which he 
received commission were articles of in- 
terstate commerce. The supreme court 
holds tlxat as Ficklin paid his tax and 
gave bond, he accepted the require- 
ments of the law and thereby acknowl- 
edged its legality. 


Concerning the question of interstate 


commerce the court makes no decision, 
but says that no doubt can be enter- 
tained of the right of a state legisla- 
ture to tax trades, professions and occu- 
pations, even though the resident 
citizen engaged in general business sub- 
1'ect to a particular tax may be en- 
gaged wholly or partly in negotiating 
sales between resident and nonresident 
merchants of goods manufactured in 
another state. 


Will Plead for the World'a Fair Appro- 
priation. 


WASHINGTON, April 12. — A special 


meeting of the World's fair committee 
of the house will be held to-day, at 
which the Chicago local directory and 
the government board of commission- 
ers will be heard through representa- 
tives in favor of the passage of the bill 
appropriating $7,000,000 to the fair. 
President Haker and Vice-Fresidenta 
O'Delland Winston will appear for the 
local directory, and John Boyd Thacher, 
chairman of the committee on awards, 
for the national commission. 


To Transfer the Southtrn tTte Indiana. 


WASHINGTON, April 12.—The house 


committee on Indian affairs yesterday 
ordered a favorable report on the bill 
introduced by Mr. Townsend, of Colo- 
rado to transfer the tribe of southern 
Ute Indians in southwestern Colo- 
rado to southeastern Utah. The reser- 
vation will be opened to settlement and 
the land sold at $1.50 per acre. 


A Net Lose of Bold. 


WASHINGTON, April 12.—A statement 


prepared at the treasury department 
shows that since the 1st of April there 
has been a net loss of gold to the treas- 
ury of more than $1,200,000. The cus- 
tom receipts at New York since April 1 
have been $3,600,525, showing a slight 
gain over the corresponding period last 
year. 


Billa Introduced. 


WASHINGTON. April 12.—Mr. Jones, of 


Arkansas, introduced in the senate, yes- 
terday, a bill providing for a bridge 
across river between Little Rock and 
Argenta, Ark. Mr. Dolph introduced a 
bill appropriating $50,000 for a wagon 
road from Uoldlilll station to Crater 
Lake, Ore. 


THE DEMOCRATIC WIGWAM. 


Contractor Allan's fiid for Its Oonatruc- 
tlou Accepted—Oaatlron Condition*. 
CHICAGO, April IS.—The finance com- 


mittee of the Democratic national con- 
vention at its meeting yesterday after- 
noon at the Palmer house decided to ac- 
cept Contractor Alex. M. Allen's bid for 
the construction of the big wigwam on 
the Lake Front north of the exposition 
building site.

An Exciting Day in the Chicago 


Grain Market. 


4 NOTABLE VICTORY FOR THE BEARS. 


Ed. Pardridge, the Bold Speculator, 


Rakes in a Cool Hundred Thou- 


sand as the Result of a Day's 


Fluctuations in Wheat. 


CHICAGO, April 13.—The scene on the 


board of trade during the latter part of 
the sesSiou yesterday afternoon was the 
most exciting that has been witnessed 
in many a day. The galleries were 
crowded with spectators, who had 
chosen a good day for witnessing the 
operations in the pit. Many ladies were 
among the spectators and an intense in- 
terest was manifested m ths hubub and 
confusion on the floor. 


For five minutes after the first bid 


there was an intense excitement and 
the market went wild. Then it took a 
down turn and struck 83% cents. In a 
short lime it was up again and sold at 
85% cents but in a moment dropped to 
the starting point again. During the 
first two haul's the fluctuations were 
along this line. During the last hour 
there was a break of 5 cents in the mar- 
ket. 
From 
85>j 
cents May wheat 


dropped by a big jump to 80X and fin- 
ally closed at 80}<f. - This is <l\ cents 
below the close Saturday night. 


The break yesterday is another tri- 


umph for Ed Pardridge, whose bold 
speculation of late has esta', lished hia 
reputation as a worthy successor to 
"Old Hutch." From the high point to 
the low figure Pardrigc makes five cents 
per bushel on his 10,000,000 short line, 
or what amounts to a gain of 1100,000. 
Over and above this he netted consider- 
ble on trades on the fluctuations. He 
was the heaviest buyer and seller, and 
must have made a pot of money out of 
his scalping deal * The greatest excite- 
ment prevailed, even the spectators in 
the galleries losing all control of their 
feelings and shouting with the brokers 
at every slump in the market. The 
bears went wild over their successes, 
for everything went their way. 


First came the depressing cablesfrom 


Liverpool, then the London failure. 
Next came the announcement that the 
visible supply of wheat had increased 
by 141,000 bushels, and last, but not by 
any means least, a cablegram from 
Europe stating that the Black sea ports 
had been opened and that the Russian 
prohibition on exports of wheat is about 
to be removed. 


Pardridge is not known to have cov- 


ered any part of his enormous short 
line of borne 10,000,000 bushels wheat, 
although he has had opportunities on 
the curb. He sealped the bearish side 
of the market all day and his profits on 
these operations must be enormous. 
When wheat was at 84 cents Pardridge 
disposed of 1,000,000 bushels or more 
and half an hour later the price waa 
68^. Had he chosen to close the deal 
then he would have made about $20,000 
on the trade. 


The action yesterday was especially 


Surprising because there was thought 
to be quite a formidable bull combine 
organized to "run Pardridge in" and 
everybody had expected to see "shorts" 
pushed hard yesterday morning because 
of the depressing government crop re- 
port given out Saturday after the close. 
When the bell sounded yesterday after- 
noon, with wheat jumping between 
80>; and 81 cents the bullish side of the 
pit, which expected to boost prices to 
86 cents were thoroughly dismayed.
